MOTION FOR AN ENLARGEMENT OF TIME 

Defendants in the above-captioned case hereby move, pursuant to Rule 6(b) of the 
Federal Rules of Civil Procedure, for an enlargement of time within which to file a dispositive 
motion to Plaintiffs Complaint. In support of this request, the defendants state as follows: 

1 . The defendants' answer is due to be filed on September 25, 2006. This Court 
previously granted two prior motions for an extension of time. 

2. Plaintiffs Freedom of Information Act ("FOIA") and Privacy Act complaint 
involves the Federal Bureau of Investigation ("FBI") (one district office and 
headquarters), the Executive Office for the United States Attorneys ("EOUSA"), 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons ("BOP"), and the United States Probation Office for 
the Eastern District of New York.' 

3. The undersigned Assistant has learned that all of the involved agencies have 
processed plaintiffs FOIA requests. The EOUSA and the New York Field Office 



' Although the United States Probation Office is a named defendant, the United States 
Parole Commission is the proper agency to respond to Plaintiffs FOIA and Privacy Act claims. 
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of the FBI have completed their respective declarations, however, FBI 
Headquarters, BOP, and the United States Parole Commission have not yet 
completed their Vaughn Indexes. 

4. The defendants are requesting an additional thirty days so that (1) the agencies 
may complete their declarations and Vaughn Indexes, and (2) the undersigned 
counsel can draft and file a dispositive motion. 

5. The defendants are unable to comply with LCvR 7(m) as plaintiff is currently 
incarcerated.^ 

Wherefore the defendants request until October 25, 2006, to file a dispositive motion. A 
proposed Order accompanies this motion.
